During Coffee County Commission meeting 
Commissioners discuss budgets with sheriff

After. working through their 
meeting agenda Monday morn- 
ing, July. 28, Coffee County 


’ Commissioners recessed their 


regular bimonthly meeting until 


_ the afternoon when they gath- 
. \ered'to discuss the sheriff’s pro- 
posed budget(s) for Fiscal Year 

*. 2009. 


_ Upon reopening the meeting, 
‘Commission . chairman Tom 
Grimsley said the purpose of 
the afternoon. session _was’ to 
look at the sheriff’s department 
budget. 

“Last year’ 8 budget (Fiscal 
Year 2008) was mighty, fair,” 
said’Sheriff Dave Sutton:as he 


' ibegan his remarks. “I have no 


‘complaints about it.” 

That being said, he did re- 
mind Commissioners that fuel 
prices soared during the year, 
‘and he attributed the increase in 


» fuel prices 'to be a major factor» 


in the department having a pro- 


"jected overage with the current 


budget. 

Sutton said thé projected 
overage for the current budget 
is - approximately 
$68,000. 

While the sheriff said the 
major cause of the projected 
overage is fuel prices, there are 
other causes for it as well in- 
cluding a bill owed to Williams 
Signs of Elba in the amount of 
$8,070.30. Sutton ‘said this bill 
includes the cost for lights and 
striping on the new patrol units 
purchased this year. He said 
this cost was an oversight in the 


current budget and mistakenly ~ 


left out. 
“We need to look at getting 
these people paid,” Sutton said. 
While the sheriff’s depart- 


ment budget has-a projected 
overage of ° approximately 
$68,000, Sutton said’ the jail 
budget also has a- projected 
overage of approximately 
$1,700 in the current budget. 


’ Again, he'attributed this mostly 


to fuel prices, 
“A* few months ago, the 
county administrator asked us 


to curtail spending, and we did- 


at that time,” Sutton said.

6'Hours Per Night 
Getting too. much sleep’may’ be ‘a more serious sign of stroke risk amony older women than not getting 
enough sicep, according to a’new study. Researchers found that postmenopausal women who Slept nine 
or more hours per night were 70% more likely to suffer an ischemic. stroke than women who slept an 
average of seven hours a’ night..An ischemic stroke is’ the most common, type of stroke caused bia 
blockage in an artery supplying blood ito the brain. In comparison, women wlio slept six hoursyor less 
per night hada 14% higher ‘risk of stroke compared to those who slept seven hours 4 night’ What we 
don’t know is whether the longer sleep time was the reason for the increased rish of whether there was 
some. other factor that both led people to sleep more and was also risk factor for stroke In other wordss

Researchers compared. sleeping patterns and stroke risk among 95 {175/ women aped {0 to 
Although ‘previous studiés have provided mixed results’on the tink between sleep and stroke risk, 
researchers say some didn’t account for other factors that may aflect the tisk of stroke, “such as race) 
socioeconomic «and lifestyle factors; and depression symptoms. In this study, researchers accounted for 
known stroke: risk factors in analyzing the link between steep and stroke risk and found ’an inereased 
risk among those who slept more or less than seven hours per. night, There were 1,166 Cases of ischemic 
stroke over the course of the study (average follow-up of 7.5 years). The lowest risk.for stroke was scen 
in women who slept seven hours’a, night. The results showed that, compared to women sleeping severt 
hours a night, women who slept nine hours or more had a 70% higher tisk of stroke. Those who slept 
less than six hours per night had a 14% higher risk of stroke. These findings took into account age, race, 

socioeconomic status, depression, smoking, exercise, ‘use of hormone therapy, and cardiovascular risk 
factors such as past history'or stroke or heart attack, high blood pressure, and diabetes. Although the 
degree of increased risk associated with getting too much sleep was much higher than that associated 
with getting too little sleep, researchers say nearly twice as’ many women reported getting less than six 
hours of sleep a night (8.3%) compared with those who got nine hours or more (4.6%). The prevalence 
in women of having long sleep duration is much lower than having Sicep duration less than six hours. 
So the overall public health impact of short sleep is probably larger than long steep: This study provides 
additional evidence that habitual sleep patterns in postmenopausal women could be important for 
determining the risk of ischemic stroke.

Fishing with an 
umbrella rig 


Anyone standing on a dock 
and watching a school of min- 
nows dart, dive and otherwise 
change course in unison must 


wonder how they can all, re-. 


spond together. Few marching 
bands can change directions. in 
such perfect form as a school of 
baitfish. 

A few days ago I talked toa 
couple of fisherman at a local 
marina who have been using 
what is referred to as an um- 
brella rig to imitate a school of 
baitfish to catch suspended 
crappie. The umbrella rig is not 
new, being used to catch white 
bass and Stripers for’ years. 
These guys have scaled down 
the umbrella rig to fit their crap- 
pie fishing. 

This rig: is basically two 
wires crossed and welded or 
twisted together in the middle 
that when finished looks ‘like 
the cross hairs in a telescopic 
sight. Two to three jigs with 
curly -tails, are tied to each 
“arm” of the cross... A lead 
weight is attached to the end of 
the line, and then a short section 
of line attaches the weight to 
the umbrella rig. 

“The debate among fishermen 
Using this rig is. whether’to use 
jigs with ‘or without hooks:on 


.the arm. , One trailing jig on a 


foot or moré of line will havea 
hook and is usually the one a 


“ crappie or other fish will go for: 


It. appears to be trailing the 
school of jigs attached directly 
to the wire or on short length of 
line. As with a real school of 
fish, one having trouble keep- 


ing up with the school appears 
to be injured and‘a fish will 
seek out the weakest prey. 

The umbrella rig is best used 
trolled horizontally through the 
water. Alternately speeding up 
and slowing down the trolling 
Speed can make this rig look 
alive as all the baits dive or 
climb. at the same. time, with 
that one trailer that the fish will 
usually zero in on, The trick is 
to vary the course and speed er- 
ratically enough to imitate a 
school of baitfish. 

One gentleman that had been 
using this rig favored having 
only one jig, the trailer, with a 
hook. The other fisherman pre- 
ferred having hooks in all the 


jigs attached to the wire. He 


said that he had to be extremely 
careful around any underwater 
obstructions and did loose a 
good many rigs to hang ups. 
‘The other fellow preferred’ to 
have only the trailer with a 
hook. This allows him to fish 
closer in to brushy areas. 

' Both fishermen: agreed that 
‘the trailer ‘will get the’ most 
strikes, and ° recommended 
using a line of several’ pounds 
lighter test to connect the trailer 
rig to, the main umbrella. 
Rigged like this, the trailer will 
break off first if. it becomes 
hung up, but the main umbrella 
rig will not'be lost. 

My two new found friends 
seem sold:on the umbrella rig. 
I think I'll go find some scrap 
wire and mart making up a few 
rigs.

CEC sending letters to members 
regarding immediate rate changes 


Covington Electric Coopera- 
tive (CEC) is mailing letters to 
its membership with detailed 
information regarding power 
Cost increases that are coming 
much sooner and in greater 
amounts than expected. 

Each member’s electric bill 
received in September will be 
impacted by this rate increase, 

“As discussed on many occa- 
sions in Alabama Living and at 
CEC annual meetings, power 
costs have been projected to in- 
crease .each year,” said Ed 
Short, CEC general manager. 
“However, CEC did not expect 


to experience a’ wholesale 
power cost increase of approx- 
imately 30 percent at one time. 
Our wholesale power provider, 
PowerSouth Energy Coopera- 
tive (formally Alabama Electric 
Cooperative), plans to phase 
this increase in over 12 months 
in three steps with one begin- 
ning now, a second in January 
2009 and a third in July 2009.” 

Beginning with the Septem- 
ber 2008 electric bills, there 
will be a necessary PCA (power 
cost. adjustment) increase of 
8.21 mills/Kwh (that is $8.21 
plus tax per 1,000 Seed
